Eldon  “Phantom”  Fortie,  Brig- 
ham Young’s  superb  167  pound 
superman  gained  two  honors  this 
week,  one  national  and  one  local. 

NATIONALLY  he  was  named 
to  the  first  team  NEA  (Newspa- 
per Enterprises  Association)  all- 
America,  and  locally  it  was  an- 
nounced that  his  uniform  will  be 
retired  this  week. 

The  NEA  calls  the  “Phantom” 
“the  finest  back  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  area  since  Byron  ‘Whiz- 
zer’  White.”  Fortie  led  the  Cats 
to  a second-place  tie  in  the  WAC 
after  the  experts  had  picked  them 
to  finish  in  the  cellar. 

HE  LED  THEM  to  a thrilling 
whitewash  job  over  the  eventual 
title  winner.  New  Mexico,  by  a 
23-0  score.  His  request  to  play  in 
the  Wyoming  game,  although  he 
could  barely  move  his  right  arm, 
was  a big  factor  in  that  win  also. 
He  scored  the  tying  touchdown 
and  sparked  the  team  enough  for 
the  win. 

Other  outstanding  backs  named 
to  the  first-team  all-America 
were  Billy  Moore  of  Arkansas 
and  Jerry  Stovall  of  Louisiana 
State.  Oregon  State’s  great  Terry 
Baker  was  named  as  starting 
quarterback.  Baker  came  within 
125  yards  of  setting  a new  total 
offense  record  this  season. 

THE  ENDS  on  the  squad  were 
Dave  Robinson  of  Penn  State 
and  Hal  Bedsole  of  Southern  Cal- 
ifornia. Bedsole  helped  his  team

Jim  Dunway  of  Mississippi  and 
Bobby  Bell  of  Minnesota  were 
named  starting  tackles.  Bell  led 
the  Gopher  defense  to  number 
one  spot  in  the  nation. 

JOHNNY  Treadwell  of  Texas 
and  Don  McKinnon  of  Dartmouth 
were  picked  as  the  top  guards. 
Both  Treadwell  and  McKinnon 
helped  lead  their  teams  to  un- 
defeated seasons. 

The  all-America  center  is  Le- 
Roy  Jordan  of  Alabama.  His  Al- 
abama team  lost  only  one  this 
season. 

JAMES  “Preacher”  Pilot,  New 


Mexico  State’s  elusive  halfback 
was  the  only  other  player  from 
our  area  making  the  NEA  all- 
America.  Pilot  was  selected  as 
one  of  the  backs  on  the  second 
team. 

The  NEA  is  the  largest  news- 
paper feature  service  in  the  na- 
tion. Harry  Grayson,  sports  ed- 
itor for  this  association,  does  his 
choosing  for  the  NEA  all-Amer- 
ica with  cooperation  with  foot- 
ball coaches  and  writers  across 
the  country. 

THE  FOOTBALL  players  for 
the  NEA  all-America  are  not  se- 
lected solely  for  their  football 
ability.  Each  one  of  these  players 
must  have  a satisfactory  scholas-, 
tic  standing  in  their  school  work. 

The  retiring  of  Fortie’s  jersey 
will  set  a precedent  at  he  Y.  Nev- 
er before  has  a Cougar  been  so 
honored.  Never  again  will  the 
familiar  number  40  trot  onto  the 
field.
